The National Safety Council, which recently 
issued a policy statement endorsing the slow- 
moving vehicle emblem 
(SMV), 
is 
urging 
responsible traffic safety agencies to make every 
pofrt- ible effort to encourage the use of this 


emuiem on tractors, narrows ana otner larm 
machinery. 
Another aim of the Council is educating the 
public to recognize the emblem as the identify­ 
ing symbol for a slow-moving vehicle, one that 
travels at speeds of 25 miles per hour or less. 
The emblem, with a reflective red border and a 
fluorescent blaze-orange center, is triangular. 
It is visible for at least 500 feet, both day and 
night, alerting drivers to the hazard of ap­ 
proaching — perhaps too quickly — a slow- 
moving vehicle. 
Widespread use of the emblem is expected to 
reduce rear-end collisions if it is properly dis­ 
played on farm machinery. 
The Council has received reports that the emblem 
is being used in an improper way. Some of these 
improper uses include SMV emblems: 
—Mounted on fence posts near private drives 
on farm s. 
—Mounted upside down on farm vehicles or at­ 
tached to the top of tall poles. 
--U sed on vehicles capable of speeds in excess 
of 25 miles per hour. 
Even non-standard home-made emblems, utiliz­ 
ing nonreflective m aterials, have been reported. 
According to safety experts, the SMV emblem, 
for maximum visibility during the day and night, 
should be mounted at the rear center of the 
vehicle, three to five feet from ground level. At 
night, the emblem must be in the path of a c a r’s 
headlights to be seen.

WASHINGTON — There's

sort of “ you can’t win” feeling 
around Washington. It must lie 
sim ilar 
to the pessimism that 
split

nation in

Day 103 years ago. 
Outwardly Washington moves 
on about the way it always has— 
the 
sessions of congress, the 
tourists 
visiting 
the shooting 
gallery at the FBI, the 
cocktail 
parties along embassy row, the 
chatter 
about 
Lynda 
Bird’s 
wedding, but 
it's not a happy 
atmosphere. 
The foreign diplomats, most of 
them friendly to the United States, 
talk about the war, the division in 
the 
country, the peace march. 
TTiey 
feel depressed. Most of 
them 
represent 
governments 
which are tied to the United States 
economically and politically. If 
we get bogged down, they get 
bogged down too. 
They see a nation which they 
have always admired because of 
its 
ideals losing those ideals, 
becoming 
cynical, isolationist, 
drifting. 
They know when the 
world's strongest nation drifts,

drift too. 
The United States has been the 
guiding rudder for Europe and 
Latin America, even for parts of 
Africa

The emblem, with a reflective red border and a 
fluorescent blaze-orange center, is triangular. 
It is visible for at least 500 feet, both day and 
night, alerting drivers to the hazard of ap­ 
proaching — perhaps too quickly — a slow- 
moving vehicle. 
Widespread use of the emblem is expected to 
reduce rear-end collisions if it is properly dis­ 
played on farm machinery. 
The Council has received reports that the emblem 
is being used in an improper way. Some of these 
improper uses include SMY emblems:

The figures have climbed high­ 
er, lait the percentages have var­ 
ied little through the last few 
years. State appropriations have 
provided 48 to 52 per cent of the 
total operating income. 
University needs have growil 
since the four-campus Univers­ 
ity came into existence in 1963. 
By legislative direction the Uni­ 
versity absorbed the financially- 
pressed private University of 
Kansas City and established a 
brand new campus in St. Louis. 
Both campuses lack faculties to 
meet student demands in urban 
areas where more than half the 
college - age 
youths reside. 
MeanwhUe, the University has 
been striving to catch up with 
unfilled demands on the older 
campuses in Columbia and Rolla.
